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1949 DAHLIA NOTES 


POT CLUMPS. In 1949 the Golden Rule Dahlia 
Farm grew over 32,000 hills of Dahlias includ- 
ing 12,000 4 inch pot clumps. The latter were 
grown outdoors, plunged in soil. This produced 
many pot clumps so massive that many pots 
were broken by growth of the roots. These 
pot roots were from the more vigorous earlier 
plants. 


CUT FLOWERS. Our 2% acre cut-flower field 
is low ground, well sheltered on all sides. We 
planted roots here April 1st. On April 20th 
we set plants, using hot-caps. Yet they were 
badly frosted during the Easter cold snap. 
However the root development had been such 
that they sprouted again from the base and 
none were lost. 


Cutting in quantity started July 11th and con- 
tinued daily till September 30, when there was 
a hard frost. During this season we cut 29,232 
large dahlias and 18,452 miniatures. All large 
cut-flower Dahlias were disbudded two and 
three nodes. Especial attention is given to in- 
sect control in the cut-flower field so as to 
keep all varieties constantly in bloom. Portable 
over-head irrigation is used when there is 
insufficient rain.

PROPAGATION. During 1949 Golden Rule 
Dahlia Farm propagated 44,000 Dahlia plants. 
KILLING FROST. In 1949 bloom was stopped 
in our cut-flower field September 30th by a 
hard frost. Our main farm did not get a 
killer till October 26th, due to higher ground. 
ROOT HARVEST. Digging was started Oc- 
tober 17th and completed November 16th. We 
had abandoned machine digging in 1948, re- 
verting to the just as fast hand digging with 
less breakage. Good weather prevailed through- 
out digging; a good crop was harvested in 
excellent condition.

A DAHLIA ROOTED CUTTING is a sprout 
(taken from clumps on the greenhouse bench) 
that has been placed in moist sand until a 
well established root system has developed. As 
a rule rooted cuttings should be potted and 
protected from extreme sun or cold before they 
are set out. Rooted cuttings are one-third less 
in price than Plants. With varieties priced $.50 
or less, not less than two rooted cuttings will 
be sold. We do not recommend them unless you 
are experienced and equipped to handle them. 
They are guaranteed to be true to name and 
healthy.

DIRECTIONS FOR GROWING AND CULTIVATION OF THE DAHLIA 


TIME—tThe proper time to plant dahlias for 
best results is May 15th. For exhibition, we 
advise June Ist to 10th in the Ohio Valley. 
You have until July 1st for good results. 


PREPARING SOIL AND PLANTING. Dahlias 
are not fussy about soil, providing it is deeply 
cultivated, well drained and has plenty of 
humus. They also need full sun to produce good 
flowers. Drive 5 ft. stakes 3 ft. apart. At 
each stake mix in one handful of bone meal 
or any well recommended fertilizer. Place root 
in a horizontal position 4 to 6 inches deep. You 
may now fill in level over root or leave a slight 
depression which may be filled in as the dahlia 
plant grows. 


PLANTING OF GREEN PLANTS. Soak in 
shallow water for a few minutes in order to 
freshen plant after its journey through the 
mail. Plant the roots of the plant about four 
inches deep leaving a slight depression to be 
filled in as plant grows. If there is hot sun 
the day you plant, it would be advisable to 
cover with baskets of some kind. Water well. 


CULTIVATION—WATERING. Keep the soil 
well cultivated throughout the season. After 
August 15th do not cultivate deeply or too close 
to the plant, as the feeder roots are coming to 
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the surface. Unless weather is very dry, dahlias 
will need little watering until buds appear. 
From then on, one heavy soaking a week unless 
there is plenty of rain. 


INSECTS. Control of insects is important. DDT 
has helped greatly in overcoming these pests. 
Dust once a week in the evening when air is 
still with 2% to 5% DDT. We have found that 
DDT takes care of the sucking and chewing in- 
sects that are so harmful to the Dahlia. If red 
spider shows up, we suggest washing the 
underside leaves of the plant with a strong 
spray of cold water. Parathion is the answer 
to control of red spider, but as yet it is not 
in general use. 


DISBUDDING. To get the best flowers on long 
stems, it is advisable to disbud. You can pinch 
out the tops of dahlia plants after the third 
set of leaves appear, or you can wait for the 
crown bud to appear. Pinch two of the smaller 
buds from this crown bud. Likewise pinch side 
laterals two joints from the top bud. If the 
former method of pinching center of plant is 
used, you may disbud each of the four laterals 
which will appear. Leaving top main center 
bud on each lateral, pinching all others two 
joints down.

PLANT MUMS. May 15th to June 15th. 
Plant in rows, beds or in borders about 18 
inches apart. They require very little care. A 
handful of bonemeal or well recommended fer- 
tilizer to each plant mixed well with the soil 
at planting time; then again on top, raked in, 
at budding time. 


They will produce a beautiful display of flowers 
over a satisfactory period of weeks during the 
early or late Autumn. For still greater pro- 
fusion of bloom, pinch out the tender tip of 
each plant in June; again pinch out about the 
15th of July, this time several or many tender 
tips. Most of the large varieties, can by dis- 
budding, be made to produce much more beau- 
tiful and much larger flowers, some as large 
as four to five inches. 





WINTERING OF MUMS 


Most successful hardy mum growers do not 
cover the plants during the winter. A cold 
winter with snow and no thawing would be 
ideal for hardy mums. In the Ohio Valley and 
most of the middle west however there are 
many mild, wet spells during winter. This kind 
of weather is tough on mums. 


If you cover in winter be sure to use very 
coarse material which will not hold moisture 
or shut off air. Leaves and straw should not be 
used. 


In the SPRING as soon as green growth is 
observed dig up the mum clumps and separate 
each heavy root from the clump, planting it 
by itself where you want it to bloom. This 
will help you to get a broader, more compact 
and not too tall bush. 


If you have a cold frame, it is best to dig 
those mums in the fall that you wish to divide 
and keep them under glass. This is sometimes 
important with English mums. 


HOW TO GROW DAHLIA SEEDLINGS 


It is fascinating to plant Dahlia seed, watch the seedlings develope and bloom 
the first season. You may get almost any color or shape from these seedlings. Any- 
thing is possible: Blooms 12 to 14 inches across or miniatures in all types or even 
tiny pompons. 


About April 15th prepare a rich soil 14 sand, 14 humus, 14 garden soil with 
a handful of fertilizer to each bushel. Screen out all lumps. Plant seed in a flat, cold 
frame, hot bed or box of dirt. Barely cover seed. Water with a fine spray. Do not 
allow soil to dry before seed sprout. Cover on cold days. 


When seedlings show second set of leaves transplant to 214, or 3 in. pots or set 
two to three inches apart in boxes or flats. They must have plenty of sunlight. 
ate ste into garden when all danger of frost is past, 114 to 2 feet apart; water 
well. 


The percentage of desirable seedlings varies with different seasons. In some 
years as many as one-half may show fully double flowers. Seedlings usually make 
a good clump of roots. Dig and save the best ones for dividing and planting next 
spring. Should you have a fine new variety you might want to get in touch with a com- 
mercial grower and have him introduce it for you in its third or fourth year. There 
is always a chance that you might hit the Jack Pot with a new shade of color or a new 
type. Plant standard varieties with your seedlings for comparison.
